the ſhame and nakednels of theſe who have

. Anſ.To which I anſwer, Then its evident 
that thou. haſt taken up the Devils bow 
to ſhoot in, & haſt ſhot im the Devils bow, 
as hereafter appears; was ever the like ? 
Did ever any of the Goſpel-Minifters ſeek 
to out-fhoot the Devil in his own bowe > 
Nay, The crne Minifters made war againſt 
the Devil, with the ſword of the Spirit,and 
with the weapons of God which were 
mighty through Chriſt;to the caſting down 
of ſtrong holds, and ſpiritual wickedneſs 
in high places, 2 Cor. 10.4. Eph. 6.11,12. 
So'they did not ſhoot in the Devils bow , 
as this Prieſt hath done : And truly its no 
marvel that theſe Priefts, and their Hear- 
ers are fo finful as they are, and plead fo 
much for fin, againſt perte&1on and free- 
dome from fin in-this life, as they do; ſee- 
ing that the Prieſts are but ſhooting in the 
Devils bow yet, whereby they. can never 
flay the Devy,, nor caſt down wickednels, 
but till he being alive in them, his work

. Lights mentioned , Viz. Natural, and 
Supernatural Light, are two, and though all 
have the one, yet bitt few have the other.

Anſw. TheTLife of Chriſt is the iight of 
men, and that 15 not natural, but ſpiritu- 
al; & he 15 the true light which inlightens 
every man that cometh into the World, 
Fobn 1. 9. ſo if they be come into the 
World, they are minlightned by Chriſt ; 
which l1ght brings ſalvation to them that 
love it, and condemnation to them that 
hate it; and thou might as well ccunt 
the life of Chriſt natural, as count it fo, 
for it is the Life that was in Chriſt, 
which lighteth every man in the World; 
7obn 1. 4, 9. 

Tho. Danſon. And where thou haſt char- 
ced R. Hubberthorn with ſaying, That 
the true Light hath not come over, and com= 
prehended thee. 

Anſw. That's. falſe ; he ſaid no ſuch 
thing , fog I was preſent,and heard what 
he ſaid; for the Light hath compre- 
hended thee, but thou art not come in- 
to it , nor haſt comprehended it; for 
darkneſs comprehendeth not rhe Light, 
though the Light ſhineth in darkneſs, 
John 1. 5. 

Tho. Danſon alſo hath charged us with 
conſenting that the knowledge of the Goſpel 
i« vouchſafed by Chriſt to every Man. 


Anſw. Noſuch thing did we conſent to,

as that every man had the knowledge of 
the Goſpel, but that there were ſome 1n 
darkneſs, and yet that which might be 
known of God was manifeſt in them, 
Rom.1.19. So their 1gnorance of the 
Goſpel doth not arguethat they had not 
thar Light in them that was able to bring 


them to know the Goſpel (which is the | 


power of God ) but rather that they dif- 
obeyed the Light of God in them, and. 
liked not to retain God in their knowledge , 
Rom. 1.28. And as for that of Pſal. 147. 
19, 20. He ſheweth his word unto Facob, his 
Statutes and Fudgments unto Iſrael, he hath 
not dealt (o with any nation, and as for his 
Judgement s they have not known them : So 
then this makes for what I ſaid, for: that. 
may ke ſhewn, or given to people which 
they krow not, and then the light of 
Chriſt(which was before theſe ſtatutes and 
judgements were given to Tſrael,) is given 
to many who know not the Myſtery of it, 
becauſe they abide not. in the paths of it, 
Job 24.13. And this Prieſt in ſaying, That 
by the words, ſtatutes and judgements are. 
Meant the ſupernatural light or knowledge 
f the Goſpel; here he hath confuted him- 

elf, for 1f theſe ſtatutes and judgements 
were the knowledge of the Goſpel, =>

accuſed him; for Paul ſaid , Now being 
made free from fin , and become the ſer» 
vants to God, Rom: 6:18:22: And in that 
Phil:3:15: he ſaith, Let us therefore as ma» 
ny as be perfe&t be thus minded : And chat 
of 7ob 9:20,21: proves not that Job was not 
without fin, when God had delivered 
him out of that Afﬀiction wherein he ſaid, 
If I fay I am perfe&, my mouth ſhall 
prove me perverſe, though J were perfet, 
yet wouldI not know my ſoul ? 1 would 

. - deſpiſe 
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deſpiſe my life : But after this, Fob was 
Girded up in the power of God, and 
his Righreouſneis and Innocency did 
ſhine with the Lord , and he was perfe& 
and feared God. And the Saints witne(- 
ſed Chriſts appearance in them without 
fin unto Salvation, for they were ſaved 
from fin by Chriſt ; and Fohx ſpeaking 
of Chrift, ſaid as he 1s, ſo are we in this 
world, 1 Joh: 4:17: So they did not put 
cleanſing from fin, nor perfe&ion a farre 
off, 3s theſe Prieſts do who are Ignorant 
of that birth which is born of God, 
which whoſoever 1s born of, finneth nor 
neither can the wicked one touch him : 
ſo then he hath not power to lead him 
into fin, becauſe he is born of God, and 
is kept by the power of God, 1 Foh: 3: 
9: chap: 5: 18: which before that ftate of

14. tign Gads 
righteouſneſs mn us, 1s not finite, but. infi= 
nite. 
In page 40 and 41.(the Prieſt faith) Taf= 
firmed,and do among thoſe that hear the Go- 
ſpel;ſaluation is offered, to more then to whons 
it is intended : IT ſhould rather think. our 
preaching is to more purpoſe, becauſe we know 
not who are elected, for the ignorance of that 
gives 16 a ground to hope well of any man. 
 Anſ.Here people may ſee the Priefts Igno-, 
rance cancerning Salvation,and how their, 
hope is grounded upon their. Ignorance;; 
but Chriſt is Gods ſalvation to the ends of 
the earth,offered to all men,with an intent 
that they might beleeve and. be ſaved ;; 
and for them that arecondemned,it 15 not. 
becauſe Salvation was not intended:of 
God for them ,, but becauſe that when, 
Salvation was offered and: intended -to- 
them, they beleeved not in it,as a promiſe 
of entring into Gods reft may be left. un- 
foa people, and. yet they not enter into the 
rf becauſe of their unbelief, Heb:4. And 
men are not condemned, forwant of .ha- 
ving a ſaving light given them, or becanſe 
God hath afore purpoſled their deftruftion,, 
and thereupon deprived them 'of ſaving, 
grace, 
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grace, (asthe Priefts imagine) but this is 


the condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkneſs rather then the 
Tight, John 3.19. And Chrift came not to 
condemn the world, but to ſave the world; 
fo that theſe Prieſts who are 1gnorant of 
tlie ele&, and have therr hope of any mans 
welfare grounded upen that Ignorance, 
their hope 1s a falſe and a blind hope, for 
how can-they hope well of any man, when 
they know not who are elefted, and do not 
beleeve that ſalvation 1s intended, as free 
for all men ? ſo }herein have the Prieſts 
largely made manifeſt their blindneſs,and 
therr blind hope, and their preaching and 
ptzying for. people to'be of none effet; 
for if ſalvation be not free, or not inten» 


-—"gd forall, to what purpoſe- is the Priefts 
bidding all their Hearers lay hold npon 


Chriſt, and piittingthem all' into a hope, 
for that which rhey ſay was never inten- 
ded'for many of them? but herein'is their 
12norance and blind: hope, which they. 
riveto beger people into plainly mani- 
ed; for the true hope is not grounded 
npon Tgnorance, but in that ſpirit where- 
by the precious 1s diſcerned from the vile, 


and'the ſheep known from the goars, by the 


true Shepherds and Miniiters.

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| Prieſt: That the Spirit was not wont to be 
effecival without the Letter,or that be wrought 
upon the ſouls of men, in and by the Letter 
of the Word, and I gave you that inflance, 
Rom.10.17. Faith comes by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God. 

Anſ.He might as well have ſaid, That the 
Apoftle Pauls Miniſtry was not wont to be 
eftectual, as to ſay, That the Spirit was not 
not wont to be effeftual without 'the. Let» 
ter 3 for Paul was not a Miniſter of the Let» 
ter (or Writing) bur of the Spirit, or- of 
the thing declared of, 2 Cor. 3: 6. and as 
for that of Rom: 10: 17: that hearing comes 


by the Word of God, thar is againſt this faid 


Prieſts principle, for there 15a difference 
between the Word and the Letter; The 
Word [iveth and abideth for ever, 1Pet:1:23. 
ſo doth not the Letter ; and the Spirit was 
wont to be effeftual among the Saznts, Pa» 
triarcks and Prophets , before the Letter 
was written or given forth; and the Spirit 
or Word was effe&ual among the Gentiles,

Anſ. Here he hath falſely charged the - 


works of Chriſt with 1mperfe&ion, for all 
the works of God are perfeG& : And by one 
offering God hath for ever perfetied them that 
are [anfified, Heb.10: 14: And Chriſt per- 
fefteth the work of ſandification in them 
that beleeve, as Chrit ſaid ; SanGifie them 
through thy truth, thy word is truth, and the 
glory which thou gaveſt me, T have given them 
that they may be one, even as we are one; Tin 
them, and thou in me, that they may be made 
perfed} in one, ſee Fohn 17.1721, 22,23; and 
the Apoſtle witneiſed to a ſanGification 
throughout in body, ſoul and ſpirit, 2 Cor. 7:

And yet before, he denyed our 
good works of obedience to bea deſerving 
cauſe of Juſtification, when now were his 
words owned for truth, -then 1mperfe& 
obedience is ſo farre deſerving, that the 
Goſpel gives life upon it, (wheie's the 
ranck Papift now) but here alſo he is1n 
Errour; for the Goſpel gives life upon 
believing in the light,which is the work of 
God; and the work of God is perfect, 
ſaith Chriſt, He that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet ſhall he live. 

Pr. Toprove Tho.Rumfeys falſe doarin; 
which was, That we preach a dofirine of De- 
vils, in ſaying, that men may be free from fin 
im this life; (this Prie+ ſaith) David was 
not free. from the being of Fnne, but a ſad in- 
flance of the power of it in real Saints, and 
yet ke was a pattern to New-Teſtament 
Saints, Zech.

Tho. Danſon to an account, and they will 
never be clear from the guilt of their blal- 

hemy herein without Repentance; and I 
helo—ns that all people that fear the Lord 
thar'ſee this, will (ee their doctrine to be a 
doctrine of Devils, in their pleading for 
fin, and counting that to be a doctrine of 
Devils which they that were of God ow- 


ned, and which all muſt come to wes 5 
ET, who 
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who ever come to be ſaved, for there is no 
unclean thing muſt enter into Chriſts 
Kingdom 3 cherefore people muſt cither 
expect freedom from fin 1n this lite, Or ne- 
ver, for it was the unbeleevers that died 
in their fins, Fob: 8.21.24. and there is no 
hope in the grave, bur as the tree falls, ſo 
it lyes, and every one ſhall be rewarded& 
according to their deeds done 1n the bo= 
dy ; andthe ſoul that finneth 1c ſhall die; 
bur bleſſed are the deadthat die in the Lord, 
for their works ſhall follow them ; and they 
that die in Chrift, die in him in whom 
there isno fin. 

And now Tho. Danſen,whereas thou haſt 
made much ado in thy. lying Narrative, as 
bout a man that accuſed a Minifter, for ſay- 
ing that Sam.

(behinde his back) with receiving a Pen- 
hon from the Pope, and thou goeft about 
to maintain this accuſation againſt $a- 
muel Fiſher, in thy ſaying its as probably 
rrue, ©c. | 

Now that accuſation againſt Sam. Fiſher 
do I return back again upon thee, and that 
Prieſt of Staple, as an invented lye, and a 
flander of your own; and God will judge 
you for it, and Samye/ Fiſher, and all who- 
know his innocency and freedome from

And that 
thou art one of the falſe Prophets, who 
by their lyes and lightneſs made the pecple 
light and vain; and where thou haſt ſeveral 
times ſpoken to us, as if we were put to 
filence, or our mouths ſtopt at the diſpute 
with thee ; it appears herein thou wouldſt 
make people beleeve, as if thou put us to 
fhlence with thy Arguments,but thou may- 
eſt remember 1t was otherwiſe; for ſeve- 
ral times when I; or Kichard Hubberthorn 
ſhould have ſpoken, the Magiſtrates and 
othersof thy hearers made ſuch a howling, 
and a hideous noiſe, (whoſe miquities thou 
partookſt of, in joyning in thy lightneſs 
with them ) that we could not be heard 
ſpeak; and other times with thy lghtneſs, 
thou ſtirred up lightneſs in them ; and at 
the firſt days diſpute with thee, when I be- 
gan to anſwer thee, after Sam. Fiſher had 
{poken to thee, thou offeredſt to go away 
ferecal times, 'becauſe I ſpoke; And at the 
latter days diſpute, when thou waſt enſna- 
red whilſt I ſpoke to thee, ſome of the Ma- 
eiftrates threatned to break up the meet- 
ing, if I would not lay down the Diſpute, 
and letanother take it. | 
- : Prieft.> And whereas thou accuſe} Samuel 
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Fiſher with being filent, and thereupon inter- 
preteſt his ſilence to be conſent to the horrid 
Arrian blaſphemy. | 
Anſw. The ſame falſe accuſing Spirit in 

this Prieft, would have accuſed Chriſt 
with being guilty of blaſphemy, when, he 
was filent, and opened not his mouth, be- 
fore his accuſers,the Jews and clucf Prieſts, 
And as for the reſt of Tho. Danſons torn 
confuſed language, and ſeveral more lyes, 
and falſe accuſations in his Book and Nar- 
rative ( which I conld further make 'ma+ 
nifeſt)1 let them paſs as things not worth

__. And ſo they being ignorant of Gods 
Righteoutneſle, and his works 1n his peo- 


ple, which are perfect, they go about to | 


eltabliſh Impertection; and. ſo many are 
alwayes learning among them, and loaden 
with finnes ad iniquities, and never able 


to come to the knowledge of the truth, 
nor know freedome from the finne which | 


doth burthen their ſouls, ſo long as they 
look for help among ſuch miſerable Com- 
forters as theſe Shepherds are, that plead 
for ſinne, and Imperfection in this 
Life. | 
But now is theLord manifeſting his glory, 
and cauſing his light to break forth as the 
morning,that the daikneis may be expel'd; 


& the clouds of ignorance removed from

oft the underſtandings of many; that they 
may be delivered from the mouths of ſuch 
Shepherds as have made a prey upon 
them, and Elcape out of the ſnares. And _ 
now 1s theftar riſen in Facob, and the ſeed 
coming forth, that ſhall-ſmite the falſe 
Prophets, and Diviners, and rule over 
the Nations : And they that come forth 
from among this perverſe generation of 


the wicked,and wait upon the Lord for his 


life, to ariſe and rule, ſhall ſee the falva- 
tion of our God, who is the God of our 
ſalvation, who pleadeth our Caulſe, indu- 


, th us with wiſdome, and fghteth for us ; 


to him be glory for ever and ever. Let 
all fleſh fear before him, and the {pirits of 
all fleſh ſubmic to him; and every tongue 
confefſe to his glory, who. 1s abafing the 
pride of man, and ftathing the glory of 


all flefh, that he himſelf may raigne, and
